3. (C) THE DEPUTY SECRETARY TOLD MR. ANNAN THAT IT IS OUR 
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THEIR TERRITORY.

12. (C) ANNAN SAID THAT THE SECRETARY GENERAL ' S REPORT ON 
SECURITY IN THE CAMPS WOULD BE READY SHORTLY. IT WOULD 
CONTAIN A FULL RANGE OF OPTIONS, INCLUDING THOSE THE 
SECRETARIAT REGARDS AS UNREALISTIC, SUCH AS A FULL 
DIVISION TO SEPARATE AND DISARM THE EX- FAR AND HUTU 
MILITIA. ANNAN WAS NOT SANGUINE THAT TROOPS WOULD BE 
FOUND EVEN FOR THE "BUBBLE CONCEPT , " PARTICULARLY IF IT 
INVOLVED MOVING INTO THE CAMPS. THEREFORE DPKO WAS 
LOOKING AT TRAINING AND PLACING UNDER UN SUPERVISION BOTH 
SPECIALLY-SELECTED ZAIRIAN MILITARY PERSONNEL AND 
PROPERLY -VETTED HUTU GENDARMARIE. THE UN TROOPS WOULD 
THEN OPERATE OUTSIDE THE CAMPS, PROVIDING SECURITY FOR 
REFUGEES TO RETURN HOME. HE OPINED THAT THE ZAIRE MISSION 
SHOULD BE A NEW PEACEKEEPING OPERATION, WITH ITS OWN 
MANDATE AND BUDGET, BUT REPORTING TO THE SRSG KHAN AND THE 
UNAMIR FORCE COMMANDER. 
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| SAID THAT THE SECRETARY GENERAL HAD DECIDED 

THAT SRSG KHAN SHOULD BE IN CONTROL OF ALL UN PROGRAMS IN 
THE AREA. HE ADDED THAT A NEW DEPUTY SRSG AT THE 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY GENERAL LEVEL SOON WOULD BE 
APPOINTED. ANNAN ADDED THAT HE HOPED KHAN WOULD BE ABLE 
TO ATTEND THE WASHINGTON "FRIENDS OF RWANDA" MEETING ON 
NOVEMBER 22.
